In the struggle sev- 
eral shots wore fired, one of which hit 
a waiter, while another entered Stitch's 
head. 



Bandit and Officer Dead. 

White Bear, Minn., Aug. 5. — In a 
pitched battle, during which a posso 
exchanged 500 revolver and ride shots 
with Robert Pohl, who had robbed the 
state bank here today, Pohl was fin- 
ally killed, but not until he had shot 
dead Edward Larkin, one of the 
members of the posse. Pohl, who is 
believed to be a former convict, took 
a small cheque to the bank early to- 
day, and while the cashier was ex- 
amining It, Pohl produced tin auto- 
matic rifle, demanding all the cash in 
the bank.

IN B.C. FRUIT 



Expert Horticulturist Slated to 
Give Lectures in This 
Province 



PROFESSOR GRAIG 

COMES FROM CORNELL 



Says Mass of Fruit Growers 
Are Not Alive to Needs 
of Industry 



Montreal, Aug. 5. — John Craig, pro- 
fessor of horticulture at Cornell uni- 
versity, Ithaca, N. Y., a former Hon- 
trealer and for ten years horticulturist 
at the Dominion experimental 'farm, 
Ottawa, was In the city today. He is 
about to make a tour across the Do- 
minion, and in particular to visit the 
rruit-growlng districts of British Co- 
lumbia, where, at the instance of the 
Dominion Deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture O'Halloran, he will deliver eight 
or ten lectures on fruit growing, 

In an interview Prof. Craig said ho 
had not been In British Columbia for ten 
years, and he was anxious to witness 
the progress that was being made there, 
especially after seeing the very lino 
display of British Columbia fruit at the 
national apple show In Spokane last 
fall, at which he was a Judge. The pro- 
duction of fruit upon this continent did 
not keep pace with the demand, said 
l-rof. tfiralg, and that meant steadily 
increasing prices. Tho reason was that 
fruit growing is beset by more diffi- 
culties than it used to be. For that 
reason the battle Is now to the strong. 

The great mass of fruit growers aro 
still Inert. They plant, but do not cul- 
tivate, the consequence . Is that every 
year they find it increasingly difficult 
to make a living. Those who study 
scientific and commerciul fruit growing 
aro tho only ones who ,can succeed in 
tho future. 



UNSA VORY MESS 

Further Evidence Offered at Thaw 
Trial to Blacken Memory of 
Stanford White 



White Plains, N. Y., Aug. 5.— More 
stories aimed to stain the memory of 
tho eminent architect Stanford White, 
stories that paralleled the tale of the 
Madison Square tower room as told by 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, were related to 
a breathless court room at the Thaw 
hearing before Justice Mills today. 
They were related first by witnesses 
called for Harry K. Thaw and then 
by ThaW himself, who took tho stand 
hoping to show thut the things ho 
charges against White were not delu- 
sions, as the state claims. 

Between the unsavory accounts, like 
a Jewel held up to view between soiled 
lingers, eamo an Illustration of mother 
love and affection that brought tears 
oven to the eyes of those eager-faced 
women who had refused to leave tho 
court room when warned of the kind 
of testimony that was to come. This 
was the appearance on the stand of 
Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, the prisoner's 
white-haired mother. 

Adjournment was taken today Just 
after Thaw had left tho stand. Ho 
may be called again tomorrow. The 
attorneys will sum up on Saturday 
nnd Justice Mills hopes to render a 
decision some time next week. 



MORE TROUBLE 
AT COAL MINES 



Union Official Says Strike 
Probable in Springhill 
District 



Glace Bay, N. S„ Aug. 5.— The 
Judgment reserved by Judgo Flnluy- 
son in the first eviction cases was de- 
livered today in favor of tho tenants. 
The Judge held that the raon could not 
be dispossessed without thirty days' 
notice. Somo of the remaining 2G 
may be tried, but thoy are tho same 
as the first cases tried, and will prob- 
ably be, withdrawn. 

Vice-president McCulloch, of the 
U. M. W., arrived from Springhill last 
night. He says 'there is nothing moro 
likely to happen at Springhill than a 
strike, and he says there was never a 
case where men had a moro just rea- 
son to Btrike. Tho men want to strike 
at once, and nre only waiting the en- 
dorsement of the executive of tho 
U. M. W. 

"You can say," Mr. McCulloch re- 
marked, "that when 'the men go out, 
it will not bo In sympathy with tho 
Capo Breton minors, but for the good 
and suiilclent cause existing at tho 
Springhill mines. The manager re- 
fused to see a committee of the men, 
and he refused to meet me." 

Mr. McCullock stated also that if 
the Sydney miners Interfered In the 
Dominion Coal Company's strike they 
would receive immediate attention.

CANADA READY 
FOR HER DUTY 



Minister. Borden's Remarks in 
Speech at London 
Banquet 



London, Aug. 5. — The United Service 
Club tendered a dinner today to the 
delegates to the Imperial defence com- 
ference, Major-General Henry Arbuth- 
not presiding. 

Sir Frederick Borden in Speaking In 
response to the toast of "our guests," 
said that some few years ago the 
forces of Canada were an Unorganized 
mob, but now they had got their dif- 
ferent departments of an army in the 
Dominion; and could at once put fifty 
thousand men In the field, and in an- 
other few weeks another iifty thou- 
sand. (Cheers.) They were also going 
to try to do their duty in regard to tho 
navy. At the moment the people of 
Canada were convinced that there was 
any danger or risk they would do as 
they had done at the time of the 
South African war. They would come 
to the rescue of tho Empire with all 
the money they could get, and all the 
men that might be necessary In order 
to help this country man its fleets. 
Canada waa going to begin at once to 
do her duty by laying foundations for 
'building up a navy, which would co- 
operate with and be a part of Great 
Britain's navy when trouble arose. 
(Cheers.) 

General Smuts, of South Africa, said 
blood was thicker than water, yet. In 
another sense, there was something 
that was thicker than blood. The tie 
of honor was even greater and 
stronger (cheers.), and he hoped that 
as time went on it would more and 
more be realized that it was not a tie 
of blood which held them together, but 
a tie of community of Interests, jus- 
tice, fair play and equality. (Cheers.) 



MAYOR IN TR OUBLE 

Charged With Endeavoring to Extort 
Money From Pennsylvania Rail- 
way's President 

Philadelphia, Aug. 5. — A. C, Eby, 
mayor of Burkvllle, Va., was arrest- 
ed here today ehurged with attempt- 
ing to extort money from President 
McCrea of the Pennsylvania railroad. 
Eby in a recent letter is alleged to 
have, demanded $45,000 from the rail- 
road president under threat of blow- 
ing up the railroad property with 
$ynamlte. He was decoyed to this 
city under pretence that tho money 
would be paid, and was promptly ar- 
rested. He was held in $10,000 ball; 
which he was unable to furnish. In 
one of his letters It Is said ho set, 
forth that thirty years he had been; 
trying to earn an honest living, but 
found that "the corporation thieves 
got all and the rest of mankind must 
starve or stand In," Eby believes that 
his father, who had stock in a branch 
railroad in Virginia, lost some $200,000 
when the road was re-organlzed 
through the Reading and Pennsylvania 
Influence.

Congress Quickly Adjourned 
After Disposng oi 
Formalities 



Washington, Aug. 5— The tariff has 
■been revised and the extraordinary 
session of congress has been brought 
to a close. Both houses adjourned 
sine die officially at o'clock tonight. 
That is the time entered on the jour- 
nals, 'but as a matter of fact tho ad- 
journment was taken in the house at 
5:38 p. m. and In tho senate at 5:58 
p. m. 

The closing hours of tho session 
were attended by scenes of an inter- 
esting character. The revision had 
been according to the desires of some 
and with the hearty disapproval of 
others, and the last two days had been 
consumed oy members of tho senate 
In expressing their satisfaction or 'their 
dissatisfaction, as the case might be. 
The conference report on the bill was 
agreed to by the senate by a vote of 
47 to 31 vrhen the vote was taken at 
2 p. m., and soon afterwards a con- 
current resolution making certain 
changes in the leather schedule was 
adopted by both houses. 

In President's Hands 

President Taft arrived at the capitol 
at 4:45 p. m. and entered the room 
set aside for the occupation (of the 
.president on the concluding day of a 
session of congress, Ills appearance 
there, the firBt since his incumbency . 
as president, caused members of con--, 
grcss to desert tho two chambers and 
form in line to be received by him. 
There was a constant procession of 
handshaking statesmen through the 
president's room from the time of his 
arrival until the time of his departure 
at 5:50 o'clock. 

Just as the hands of the gold clock 
in the president's room reached six: 
minutes past five the Payne tariff bill, 
as the measure will be known, was 
laid before the president. He picked 
up a pen supplied by Chairman Payne 
of the house ways and means com- 
mittee, and which had been used by 
both the vice-president and speaker in 
signing the bill, and attached his sig- 
nature. After writing "William H. 
Taft," the president added "Signed five 
minutes after 5 o'clock, August 5, 1909, 
W. H. T." 

Bending over the president as ho af- 
fixed Ills signature were Secretary 
Knox, Secretary Macveagh, Attorney- 
neneral Wickersham* Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock, Secretary Nagel and 
Secretary Wilson. Standing about the 
table were Senator Aldrich, Represen- 
tative Payne and many other members 
of the senate and house. Mr. Payne 
stood with hand extended waiting to 
receive the pen with which the 'bill was 
signed. He took it with a picture of 
boyish glee overspreading his face. 
Another pen was handed to tho pres- 
ident, and he wrote the word "ap- 
proved" and handed the pen to Repre- 
sentative Langley, of Kentucky, 
The Discontented 

As the senators, one after the other, 
had filed into tho room tho president 
had something of a personal nature to 
say to each, and good nature appeared 
to be overflbwing. Senator Taliaferro, 
of Florida, In rather a plaintive tono, 
said: "Mr. President, surely you are' 
not going to sign that bill .with that 
pineapple paragraph in it." He refer- 
red to the fact that ho had gotten the 
duty Increased on pineapples in the I 
senate, hut the advance was eliminated i 
in conference. "What would you have 
me do? Shall I strike out pineapples 
altogether, or just write in a rato to 
suit'.'" asked Mr. Taft, laughingly. 

In like manner other senators and 
members of tho house were twitted by 
the president on their predilections or 
characteristics. When tho committees 
of tho houso and senate appointed for 
the purpose of Informing tho president 
that the extraordinary session of con- 
gress was ready to adjourn called at 
the president's room tho tariff bill had 
not been signed. Senator Aldrich, who 
acted as spokosman, made a brief and 
formal announcement. 

"Well, I have not signed tho bill 
yet," said the president. ^'Do you . 
think I ought to adjourn congress be- 
foro I sign it?" Tho announcement I 
had been made by Mr. Aldrich on the : 
theory that nothing stood In the way ; 
of adjournment. Thero having been 
a great deal of talking about the pos- 
sibility of a veto, everybody in tho 
room caught the significance of tho 
president's jocular question. "I cer- 
tainly do not," hastily roplied Senator 
Aldrich, and he joined In tho general 
laughter. 

The president also signed a number 
of measures of comparatively small 
Importance, and immediately after at- 
taching his name to the general tariff 
bill he signed tho Philippine tariff 
measure. The president picked up a 
handsome mother-of-pearl pen which 
had been sent him from the Philippine 
Islands to be used in signing this 
measure. A hroad smile of satisfac- 
tion overspread his face as ho wrote 
his name with a flourish, which was 
not In evidence when ho signed tho 
general tariff ' bill. 

President Taft issued a statement 
tonight subsequent to signing tho new 
tariff 'bill, declaring that whllo tho 
•measure is not by any means perfoct 
It Is a sincere and. honest effort to 
carry out tho platform pledges and,

Los Angeles Real Estate Operator Ac- 
cused of Crooked Manipulation 
of Mortgages 



Los Angeles. Cal., Aug. a.— Addi- 
tional mortgage forgeries coming to 
light during the last -4 hours, attri- 
buted to A. E. Warmington, a young 
real estate dealer, who already has ad- 
mitted the forging of six instruments, 
have led the authorities to believe that 
future developments in the extraordin- 
ary case may reveal that Warming- 
ton's manipulations of imitation mort- 
gages may have been fashioned after 
the Van Vlissengcn real estate frauds 
that recently caused a sensation in 
Chicago. 

Further Investigation into the 
methods employed by Warmington 
have suggested the theory that tiie 
man may have emulated the Chicago 
mortgage forger, and the authorities 
appear to be convinced that he had 
read of Van Vllssengen's exploits. 

Warmington was arrested on Mon- 
day lor the alleged forgery of stamps 
and forms used in the office of Re- 
corder Logan of this county. He ad- 
mitted his guilt and later confessed to 
half a dozen similar irregularities.

SMALL FIRE LOSS 

DURING JULY 



Chief Davis Reports to Fire Wardens 
— Fire Department is in Good 
Shape. 

Two hundred dollars expresses the 
loss by fire In Victoria, during the 
month of July, according Lo Fire Chief 
Davis' report to the Mayor and 
Board of Fire Wardens. Of this all 
but $2."> was loss on buildings. 

In his report Chief Davis states that 
lie found large quantities of gasoline 
stored in the Chinese district west of 
Government street and that he order- 
ed these deposited In safer positions. 
The chief also recommends that ow- 
ing to the large amount of gasoline 
used in Victoria the citizens be forced 
to apply to him for a permit before 
installing tanks. 

The report also explains thai Fire- 
man J. Murrell was dismissed for In- 
subordination and that H'. Critchley 
was put In his place on probation. 

The report In detail follows: 

1 herewith present my report of the 
number of alarms responded to by 
our department, also number of no- 
tices Issued, permits granted and 
buildings inspected, loss by fire, and 
insurance on same for the month of 
July ending.

I may state that during my Inspec- 
tion of the part of the city west of 
Government street, in the Chinese dis- 
trict, I came across large quantities 
of gasoline stored throughout the 
whole district, also gasoline tanks, 
(hollow wire lighting system), on 
roofs, platforms, and in kitchens, in 
some places not five feet from the 
stove. Tho tanks are capable of 
holding five gallons of gasoline, and 
I have Issued notices to each individ- 
ual one who use's' gasoline to have it 
put outside of bidding, and 10 feet 
away from same, also to have gaso- 
line tanks placed In a galvanized Iron 
box and securely locked. 

It Is my intention to make another 
visit In two weeks' time through the 
same district to see that my recom- 
mendations are carried out, and would 
recommend to you, gentlemen, that 
you pass on to council my recom- 
mendation that a by-law be passed 
that all gasoline users in the city, 
whether for sale or for own use, apply 
for permit to the chief of fire depart- 
ment for the use of same. That would 
give me the opportunity of knowing 
where every gasoline tank in the city- 
is, also the placing of same. I think 
that this is necessary, considering the 
amount or gasoline that Is used 
throughout the city. 

I regret to report that I found it 
necessary to dismiss Fireman J. Mur- 
rell for Insubordination, and have ap- 
pointed on probation H. Critchley in 
his place. 

The Merryweather engine has had 
a complete new set of valves- put in 
.and is in commission again. This 
gives us two engines in first class 
shape to flfht fir.! with. I bad the 
1.000 feet or Paragon hose tested on 
the 29th of July to 4.50 lbs. to the 
square inch, and It proved equal to 
the test. The other hose ordered from 
the Dunlop & Canadian Rubber Co. 
has not yet arrived. The representa- 
tives of these companies expect It 
along In about three weeks' time, when 
It will he tested accordingly, and if 
satisfactory put into service. 

Chief as "Dave Harum" 
I have sold by Instructions from 
council, July 26, one old wornout 
horse, age 14, to D. Clarke, for $125. 

I may state that we have had our 
new 0-clrcutt automatic switchboard 
for our fire alarm system Installed by 
a representative of the Gamewel] Fire 
Alarm Co., and it is proving very 
satisfactory under the conditions at 
the present time, owing to the short- 
age of the battery, but as soon as wo 
put on the extra cells which are re- 
quired to operate the present board, 
all difficulty will be overcome. But 
I would recommend that towards tho 
close of the present year you pur- 
chase a motor generator set. With 
this addition to our fire, alarm system, 
which is the most Important thing in 
connection with every fire depart- 
ment, I would consider ours complete, 
as we have one of the most modern 
switchboards on this coast, ana with 
the addition to headquarters in tho 
time punch register we will save a lot 
of time in answering alarms. 

Mr. Humble, manager of the Empress 
hotel, lias vory kindly consented to give 
us free of charge the necessary current 
to operate our board. In return for use 
of same wo will put a small gong in 
their building, and have It connected to 
headquarters. The cost win he very 
small as wo have the gonga and wire to 
do the work with. 

I would nlso recommend that you re- 
port on to council prohibiting any tin 
or wooden advertising signs to be placed 
on top of roofs of any buildings, as In 
case of firo they would he dangerous, 
also handicap the work of the fire de- 
partment. 

Thanking you, gentlemen, for your 
assistance and past kindness to our de- 
partment, I remain, yours obediently.

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CANADA'S NEIGHBOR 



The New York Evening Post tells 
its readers that the hostility evinced 
; towards Canada by the tariff -makers 
at Washington will "convert the 
' Maple Leaf into the symbol of a proud 
' rival Power." Of course such advice 
has been wasted upon those to whom 
it was addressed, uiul we are rather 
glad of it. Canada is no longer de- 
pendent upon the favor of the I'll!!-'! 
States for commercial prosperity. 
There was a time when every Can- 
adian looked southward for commer- 
cial expansion. Nov.- we all look 
eastward or westward. We are doing 
In the Dominion the things which 
'made the United States great, rich 
and powerful. We are developing a 
vast and resourceful land. We have 
become fully conscious of the great- 
ness of our natural wealth and of how 
' necessary it is to the people to \t\e 
^ south of us. Therefore we can afford 
(So remain indifferent when Congress 
passes laws Intended to compel us to 
ship our raw materials to them under 
: pain of not being permitted to ship 
■■ finished products in case we refuse. 
I You may not ship ns pulp, says Con- 
gress, unless you allow us to have 
your pulp wood free of an export tax 
or duty. Very well we say, do 
.without our pulp; we have plenty 
to do without cutting down our 
! forests to allow you to manufacture 
them Into pulp and paper; we can 
'supply you with all the pulp and 
paper that you need; but we are do- 
ing pretty well, thank you, as we are, 
'and are quite content to wait until 
you get good and ready to take our 
pulp and paper without conditions. 
Xo one ought to suppose that legis- 
| latlon of the kind mentioned is in- 
spired by any feeling of hostility to 
Canada. We think the New York 
paper is incorrect in thinking that It 
is. It arises from too great an Idea 
of the importance of the United 
States market to Canada and too 
small an appreciation of the Impor- 
tance of the Canadian market to the 
United States. Our neighbors will 
come to their sense all In good time, 
and in the meanwhile we thank them 
very much for so arranging things 
that the Canadian people will con- 
tinue to' have a strong incentive to 
develop their business 'along east and 
west lines. Xo one in Canada gives 
u second thought to reciprocity now. 



DISALLOWANCE 

The right of disallowance of provin- 
cial legislation by the Dominion gov- 
ernment is being discussed at some 
length by the eastern press, because 
of a demand that tho federal authori- 
ties shall disallow an Act passed by 
the Ontario legislature. It may be 
said that the Act in question does not 
meet the unqualified approval of the 
Conservative press, notably the .Mon- 
treal Gazette and the Hamilton Spec- 
tator. The specific question involved 
in the legislation is not material to 
the principle of disallowance, for the 
discussion is turning upon the powers 
of the Dominion In that regard. The 
subject is not free from difficulties. 
No one will dispute the right of the 
Dominion government to disallow 
legislative acts of the provinces, which 
are clear Infringements upon the pow- 
ers of parliament und are at the 
same time hostile to the general 
policy of the Dominion. Such a case 
was that involved in the antl- Oriental 
legislation of British Columbia. It was 
ultra vires the local legislature be- 
cause it dealt with a subject upon 
which parliament had already legis- 
lated, and it was contrary to the es- 
tablished policy of the government. 
Even the strongest supporters of the 
legislation raised no question as to 
the right of the government to Inter- 
vene. Their protests were directed 
against the policy of intervention— a 
distinction must always be drawn be- 
tween jurisdiction and policy. 
. As a. general , proposition we think 
that questions of Jurisdiction should 
be left to the courts. The moment the 
Dominion government undertakes to 
disallow provincial legislation solely 
because In the opinion of the Minister 
of Justice the jurisdiction of parlia- 
ment has been Invaded, nil kinds of 
trouble may arise. We find In a con- 
temporary some extracts from a 
speech by tho Minister of Justice, in 
Which he takes this position very 
clearly, and we think it is one that 
will commend itself tc all reasonable 
parsons. 

THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

Important changes have been made 
in the management of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. Mr. E. J. Chamberlln 
has been placed" In full charge of the 



portion of "the/line from Fbrt'-Willlam 
to Prince Rupert; that is to say, he 
will be In charge of all the line own- 
ed by the company and a small part 
of what is to be leased from the gov- 
ernment. Ills position will be amtf'a- 
gous to that occupied .by Mr. William 
Whyte, of the Canadian "Paci tic. ' Hi's 
headquarters wlU . he s . at Winnipeg, 
where a large clerical 'staff, ' will ;bo 
located. *•,(? '•' ' '*'• -' ■ 

It is Intimated, though not officially 
announced, that Mr. : Chahiberlin • will 
not be In charge of the' eastern -divi- 
sion, that Is, from. Lake. Superior 
Junectlon to Moncton,- which the 
company is to lease, from the govern- 
ment. It is anticipated that this" part 
of the National Transcontinental 
Railway will be handed over to the 
company at the expiration of 1911, and 
It Is stated on good- authority, appar- 
ently, that Mr. Hays will not under- 
take to look after this part of the line, 
but that a new man will be appoint- 
ed. The name of. Mr. P. W. Morse Is 
mentioned in connection with that 
post. Whether or not the manage- 
ment of the eastern section will be 
subordinate to Mr. Chamberlln is not 
announced, and it would be premature 
to expect any statement on that point. 

While the eastern end of the line 
will at the outset consist only of a 
single set of rails through a country 
largely in a condition of nature, it will 
be necessary for the (1. T. Pad lie, or 
the Grand Trunk to provide connec- 
tions lor it. A connecting line to the 
Grand Trunk system, so as to give tie- 
shortest possible route to the capital 
and the Ontario cities, and a connect- 
ing line, giving the shortest route to

According to the last edition of 
Jane's Fighting Ships, the new Ger- 
man Dreadnoughts can concentrate a 
broadside of twelva 12-inch guns on a 
ship lying off their broadside, whereas 
British Dreadnoughts can bring only 
eight 12-inch guns to bear on a ship 
off their beams. It ia also assorted by 
the same authority that these guns are 
likely to give an accuracy of lire by 
means of which the gun-layers In the 
German fleet will be able to make 75 
per cent, of hits, as compared with 50 
percent, from British guns. The Ger- 
mans, have heretofore » used nothing 
heavier than 11-inch guns for tlie 
primary armament of their heaviest 
battleship. Great Britain, it is thought, 
will this year install 13.5- Inch guns In 
her newest capital ships, Increasing 
the present fighting range by thou- 
sands of yards. Tlie British mount- 
ings also enable a much more rapid 
rfrte of fire to he kept up than tho 
mountings and the system of am- 
munition supply used in German ships, 
and some critics argue that the actual 
number of shots llred in a given time 
from British battleships would prob- 
ably total as large an output as that 
of a German ship carrying a geater 
number of guns. 

CUNARD OFFERS TWO 

LINERS FOR SALE 



Will Dispose of Single Screw Steamers 
Etruria and Umbria for 
Reasonable Offer 



New York, Aug. 5.— The day of the 
single screw liner Is done. Tho once 
crack Cunard racers Etruria and Um- 
bria, which first cut under the six-day 
record are tied up useless at Birken- 
head, England. Yesterday the Cunard 
linn agents announced that these two 
vessels, which cost nearly $100,000 each 
to build, were for sale and that no rea- 
sonable offer would bo refused. The 
reason is they are too costly to be oper- 
ated In this day of twin and quadruple 
screws and of turalne engine. The Um- 
bria was launched In 1885, and tlie Et- 
ruria came out a year later. /Registering 
8, 1110 gross tons' each, they were the 
wonder of that day. They were con- 
sidered ocean mammoths and it was do- 
bated whether much larger vessels 
would bo built. 

Within the past 30 years only four 
establishments have held for more or 
less brief spaces the blue ribbon of the 
Atlantic. Fairfield was the first holder, 
gaining the distinction under the famous 
Pearcs regime wfth the "greyhound of 
the Atlantic," Alaska. Subsequently It 
repealed the achievement with the 
Umbria and the Etruria, and in a still 
later year with the Campania and tlie 
Lueania. Clydebank, in the hoy-dey of 
the fame of the Thomsons, held it Willi 
the City of Paris and the City of New 
York. Now, as John Brown & Co., Ltd., 
it may be presumed to be a joint holder 
through the Lusitanla with Wallsond. 
Harland & Wolff won it with tho Teu- 
tonic nnd the Majestic. The rousing 
days of Atlantic racing were, In fact, 
when these two White Star liners and 
the Infnan liners, City of Paris and CUy 
of Now York contended for the supre- 
macy. Possibly tho day when the Col- 
lins 'aoats vainly but bravely struggled 
against. British ships wero just as excit- 
ing; but most of us who followed the 
later racing with breathless Interest 
were not greatly concerned about ocean 
navigation In those early ' years. Lato 
in the day, but very effectively, Wall- 
Betid cut in with tlie Mauritania, and 
now tho blue ribbon Is held for a space 
by the Tyne. Of course, a good cialm 
may he preferred on behalf of tho Clyde 
to a share of tho Tyne's Maurotanla

WANTS MYSTERY 
OF DEATH SOLVED 



English Girl Comes Here to 
Wed Fiance— Now Asks 
Police to Investigate 



Believing that the death of her 
(lance was duo, not to natural causes, 
but rather that the circumstances 
surrounding his demise call lor police 
investigation, Miss Agnes Thomas, a 
ynung English woman, who came to 
tills city live weeks ago to be married, 
Is now engaged in enlisting the ef- 
forts of the authorities to unravel the 
mystery of the death of the young 
man to whom she was engaged and 
to marry whom she came to Victoria. 
James Ainger, a well set-up young 
Cornlshman, who came to Canada 
about fifteen months ago and located 
at Nelson and who, several weeks ago, 
came to Victoria, died last Monday at 
a boardlnghousc; on Blanchard street". 
During the four weeks "prior to his 
death his (lance was with him hero 
and all arrangements had been made 
for the wedding. About three weeks 
before his death Ainger complained to 
his banco of being 111. They had 
made arrangements to go for their 
usual evening stroll when tho man 
was suddenly taken 111. He. on that 
occasion. Informed Miss Thomas that 
he believed that he had been poisoned, 
though why anyone should have mado 
an attempt on his life he failed to ex- 
plain. From that evening until the 
day he died Ainger was a sick man. 
The night ho died, last Monday eve- 
ning, no medical man was summoned 
until after ho had passed away. Two 
hours after death occurred Dr. Rob- 
ertson was called. 

Inquest Urged. 
Arrangements have been made for 
the funeral which is scheduled to take 
place today but in the meantime Miss 
Thomas has been besieging the police 
urging on them the necessity of ac- 
tion. If Dr. Hart, coroner, will eon- 
sent to hold an Inquest the Investiga- 
tion will take place. Miss Thomas 
claimed to the police that the circum- 
stances in connection with the death 
of her fiance were such as merited a 
searching Inquiry. She stated that 
the man to whom she was to have 
been married was possessed of con- 
siderable money. Vet when the un- 
dertaker went to the Blanchard street 
boardlnghousc to get the body the 
woman keeping the place stated that 
Ainger had died with but 90 cents in 
money among his effects. The next 
day, acting on information given by 
'Miss Thomas, a detective went to the 
place, whereupon the lnndladv pro- 
duced ;t gold watch and chain, "the 
property of Ainger, together with $100 
in bills which she claimed she had 
found in the poekut of an old pair of 
overalls belonging to Ainger. This! 
evident Intention on the part' of the 
deadman's landlady to possess herself 
of money and valuables belonging to 
him aroused Miss Thomas' suspicions 
more than ever and finally, on the 
advice of friends, she decided that be- 
fore the body of her lover should be 
consigned to the earth an examination 
should be held. She claims that

Workman at Victoria Machin- 
ery Depot Makes Discovery 
of Hidden Bomb

SUGGEST AN ALL 
ISLA1MHIB1T 

District Should Have Building 
at Selkirk Centenary 
Exhibition 




Thai the initial steps should be ta- 
ken now to Insure Vancouver Island 
having an excellent display at the Sel- 
kirk Centenary exhibition to lie held 
at Winnipeg In 1912 is the opinion 
of the Vancouver Island Development 
League. An entire building devoted to 
an exhibition of the resources of this 
island is suggested, those responsible 
for the Idea stating that It Is not too 
oarly even now to commence making 
arrangements. 

Such an| exhibition should be a com- 
prehensive one. Every product on the 
island should be shown; timber, min- 
er;! Is, ores, marble, fish, fruit, poul- 
try, and every other commodity for 
which this district is renowned. It Is 
further suggested that the building in 
which tile exhibit would bo housed 
should be built entirely of Vancouver 
Island timber, tho architectural de- 
sign to be In keeping with the other 
buildings at the exhibition. Thus both 
tho building and It's contents would 
be "all Vancouver Island," and could 
not fail to attract considerable atten- 
tion. The collection of exhibits for 
such a comprehensive display would 
take considerable time, and It is sug- 
gested that a committee should be ap- 
pointed at once to take tho matter In 
hand. The Vancouver Island Devel- 
opment League will lend every assist- 
ance In Its power towards advancing 
tho project, 



A bomb, evidently prepared and 
placed where It would do the work of 
the dastard who manufactured It, was 
the startling discovery made on Thurs- 
day afternoon at the Victoria Machin- 
ery Depot. The discovery created 
great excitement among tho men em- 
ployed at the plant, and now they are 
all wondering who was to have been 
the Intended victim, and who the In- 
dividual who thus hoped to wreak 
vengeance on some one or more of the 
workmen employed at the plant. 

The discovery of the bomb was made 
quite by accident. One of the boiler- 
makers had occasion to go to the tool 
chest, In which the men store their 
tools, and noticing an old yeast tin in 
the chest, picked It up to ascertain 
what its contents might be. That tho 
bomb failed to work with the precis- 
Ion which its maker had evidently 
hoped it would probably saved the life 
of the workman who discovered It. 
Inside the tin was a quantity of 
powder with shot, metal filings, rivet 
clippings, the whole packed into the 
tin, and mutches stuck into the mix- 
ture. Evidently the person who manu- 
factured the bomb believed that any 
one picking It up and handling it 
carelessly would in so doing ignite the 
matches, which in turn would set off 
the charge. 

No Clue to Miscreant 

The bomb was taken to the office, 
where it was closely examined, ami its 
latest possibilities for damage re- 
moved. The police authorities were 
notified, but so far have been unable 
to ascertain who It was who placed 
the thing in the tool chest. 

Charles J. V. Spratt. president of the 
Victoria Machinery Depot, stated yes- 
terday that there Is absolutely no 
reason why anyone should seek the 
life of one of his employees so far as 
he was aware. There has been no 
trouble among the men, till of whom 
are equally at a loss to explain why 
any one should make such a dastard- 
ly attempt on the life of one of their 
number. From tho fact that the bomb 
was placed In the boiler shop Mr. 
Spratt believes that it was against one 
of the employees in that branch of the 
works that the attempt was directed. 
The explosion would not have done 
any damage to the buildings, as the 
charge was not sufficient, but had any 
of the men set it off he would un- 
doubtedly have been very seriously 
injured If, Indeed, he were not killed.

Life is passing. We see it in the 
silvering hair and bowed form, the 
faltering step of those who but yes- 
terday, so it seems, were stalwart and 
strong. We notice it in the earnest 
faces of the men and women who are 
lllllng the positions of trust and re- 
sponsibility In the city, who but a 
few years ago were merry Irrespon- 
sible boys or happy care-free school- 
girls, s 
Their places are taken by the little 
ones we nursed or kissed or romped 
with so short a time ago. The laugh- 
ing babes and the toddling children 
come from pretty homes where these 
same girls and boys have cast in their 
lot together. Not all the signs of the 
passing of life arc sad. 

Victoria, is changing. Everywhere 
there are evidences of it. The tiny 
homes and small business places of 
the early days have almost all disap- 
peared. Karms have been succeeded 
by broad streets and beautiful homes. 
Spacious and handsome buildings are 
fast taking the place of the small 
stores, in which the foundations of 
the prosperity of the city was laid. 

The streets are filled with busy 
throngs, among whom old timers re- 
cognize but few of their friends and 
acquaintances. Yes, the old city has 
almost gone, but it is to be followed 
by a newer, a finer, and, let us hope, 
a better one. 



There is something about the news- 
paper reports of the triumphs of the 
Wright Bros, that give one an idea of 
the sterling worth of the men whose 
discoveries in air navigation have 
made them famous. In the presence 
of the many great men who have 
praised them, and the crowds who 
have looked with wonder and admira- 
tion on their wonderful Invention, 
they have borne themselves, It would 
seem, with a unlet dignity in which 
there is no suspicion of vanity, pre- 
tension, or arrogance. They are 
simple working men, so filled with a 
great idea that they have no time to 
think about themselves. 

No less worthy of admiration is 
their sister, Miss Katherine, Wright. 
She, according to an article In Hamp- 
ton's Magazine, helped them, not only 
with her faith and encouragement, 
which is always a woman's privilege, 
but with money and work. Miss 
Wright was a school teacher, better 
educated, it would seem, than her 
brothers. She understood the plans 
and made the calculations they need- 
ed to test the truth of their theories. 
She became convinced that the broth- 
ers would succeed in navigating the 
air, and added her savings to the 
smaller sums they had been able to 
accumulate. Of the successful trio, 
none Is more to be envied than the 
sister who found the faith in tile 
genius of her brothers justified. There 
are few successful men who do not 
owe much to mother or sister or wife. 
Genius is a hard master, and It is 
often the women who suffer most 
from his demands. They have not all 
the faith which animated Katherine 
Wright. 



the same class., Is' all this work , to be 
done In the future by uneducated men 
and women? Aro the hewers of wood 
and the drawers of water of the fu- 
ture as in tlie past to' be a despised 
race? Or may It not be that the men 
of the time to come will see a nobility 
In work which requires strength of 
body? Is a vigorous and a cultivated 
intellect demeaned by the perform- 
ance of work that requires well-de- 
veloped thews and sinews? 

A few days ago Miss Wilkinson, of 
Swanley Gardens, declared her belief 
that house.vork would become un 
honorable profession when cultured 
women devoted themselves to its per- 
formance. Is this only the dream of 
an Impractical enthusiast? 

The world must have artists and 
artisans, but much, if not most of 
its work only calls for strong and 
willing hands. But the state needs 
everywhere wise and good men and 
women. Is it not possible that; in thts 
future we shall honor the worker for 
What he is himself, and that a man 
may choose his employment without 
fear of reproach? 

It has been the reproach of educa- 
tion in the past that it has drawn 
trained intellects from the active work 
of the world. We may, perhaps, now 
need beware lest we create, or at least 
raise, higher a barrier between skill- 
ed and unskilled laborers. 



TENNYSON 



Beauty of form and feature Is a 
possession to be prized by any wo- 
man. It is both wrong and foolish 
to depreciate the value of loveliness. 
Pity It is that it is so rare. A fair 
face should give as much pleasure to 
all who see it as any of the many 
beautiful things In this lovely world 
of ours, and we lose much when we 
scan it only to seek for defects. 

But all young girls are beautiful — 
or should be. Each has some attrac- 
tion of her own. and none are without 
the charm of youth. So let none 
trouble herself overmuch because na- 
ture has not endowed her with a per- 
fect complexion, regular features, or 
hair of finest texture or most beauti- 
ful color. If she be but happy, natur- 
al, and Innocent, she shall not want 
for admirers of both sexes unci all 
ages. 

Everywhere we meet such girls in 
Victoria. They are to be found in the 
work rooms and In business houses, 
as well as in the homes and In gather- 
ings of pleasure seekers. And our 
city is the better, not only for their 
comeliness, but for their gentleness 
and their kindness. For, after all, 
there is an Inward beauty, less easily 
discerned, but more enduring, which 
is rather to be coveted than that gift 
of personal loveliness which, say what 
we may, every daughter of Eve longs 
to possess. 

A writer in the July number of 
Ssribner's advocates technical train- 
ing as the great remedy for unem- 
ployment. Me would have every boy 
taught a trade, and every girl learn 
housewifely arts. The article is a 
long and thoughtful one, .and the 
writer has evidently given his subject 
much study. And yet as one thinks 
of how great a part of this world's 
work Is done by what Is called unskill- 
ed labor, one wonders whether they 
are altogether wise who would teach 
till our children to look for work In 
other directions. In Victoria today 
there tire many hundreds of men oc- 
cupied In making our city a better 
place to live in. They are levelling 
streets, laying water mains, and mak- 
ing pavements. All over the contin- 
ent thousands of men are building 
railroads. These tasks, and much of 
the work that Is done on the farms 
and in our homes require most of all 
strength of muscle. Much of the 
labor performed In the factories is of 




It is a hundred years today since 
Alfred Tennyson was born. His life 
lilled the greater part of the nine- 
teenth century for It was in 1892 that 
he passed away at the age of eighty- 
three. Not long before that be had 
sung— 

I 

"Sunset and evening star. 

And one clear call for me! 
And nun- there be no meanings of the 
bar 

When I put out to sea. 

Blit such a tide as moving seems 
asleep, 

Too full for sound and foam, 
When that which drew from out the 
boundless deep 
Turns again home. 

I 

Twilight and evening hell, 
And after that the dark! 
And may there be no sadness of fare- 
well 

When I embark; 

I 

For tho' from out our bourne of Time 
and Place 

The flood may bear me for, 
I hope to see my Pilot face to face 

When 1 have crost the bar." 

The influence of this poet who work- 
ed through so great a part of the 
century is still strong. especially 
among women and children, though, 
perhaps, there are none who do not 
love the music of his verse. Greater 
thinkers there were, among his con- 
temporaries, but none who in all that 
he wrote showed forth more plainly 
the beauty of goodness. He has fi-lled 
the minds of thousands of readers 
with beautiful pictures and has taught 
his lessons in words wlilch all can un- 
derstand. "Dora"- 'and "Enoch Arden" 
"Lady Clare" and the "Idylls of the 
King," the lives of most of us would 
have missed much !C in girlhood we 
had not read thctee ... and "Locksley 
Hall" and "In Memorlam," let the 
critics say what they will, will be 
treasured by older, if not wiser, read- 
ers, v 

But is is o fthe man, rather than 
the poet, that we think on an anni- 
versary. Alfred Tennyson was the 
son of the rector of Somersby in 
Lincolnshire and his mother, Eliza- 
beth Fytche, was a clergyman's 
daughter. In all that he wrote Ten- 
nyson showed the . influence of his 
early life in the peaceful parsonage 
with its books and pictures and beau- 
tiful gardens. When but a tiny child 
he began to write, verses and "he was 
hut eighteen when he and his brother 
Charles published a small volume of 
verse. After passing through the 
grammar school, whose severe master 
he thoroughly disliked, Tennyson 
studied at Cambridge but did not 
graduate. When his father died in 
1831 he went to live at home with 
his mother anil sisters. remaining 
there for six years. Always living in 
the country, the poet loved It with a 
passionate love and seldom spent 
much time in the city. The greater 
part of his life was spent in the beau- 
tiful Isle of Wight. The whole world 
has long known of his grief for the 
friend of his youth. Arthur Hallam. 
Not so familiar is the story of his 
love for Emily Sellwood. For thir- 
teen years the two wore separated 
by poverty. They were married at 
last In 1850 and spent a happy life 
together. They had two sons, the 
eldest of whom lives still and has 
told the story of his father's life. 

In many ways it'. was a very un- 
eventful one, the life of a poet and n 
scholar, for less than most men, Ten- 
nyson mingled with his fellows. His 
portrait is a familiar one. But a clear-' 
er picture "is given by Carlisle. He 
says: 'I think he must lie under forty, 
not much under it. One of the finest 
looking men In the world. A great 
shock of rough dusty-dark hair; 
bright laughing eyes; massive aqui- 
line face, most -massive yet most deli- 
cate; of sallow brown complexion, al- 
most Indian-looking; clothes cynically 
loose, free-and-easy; smokes infinite 
tobacco. His voice Is musical, metal- 
lic, fit for loud laughing and piercing 
wail, and all that may be between; 
speech and speculation free and plen- 
teous. I do not meet, hi these lute 
decades, such company over a pipe!"

Two Bicycle Marathons An- 
nounced From This City 
to Sidney 



A revival in bicycle racing will take 
place in this city, and next Thursday 
morning there will be two big races 
for cyclists to start from Victoria to 
Sidney, the finish to be made at the 
grounds of the grocers' picnic. 

The bicycle races have been divid- 
ed Into two separate events: the onu 
to be a handicap race and the other 
to be from scratch. 

The handicap affair is being pro- 
moted by the manufacturers of the 
New Departure brake, and will be 
open to those only who ride a wheel 
with one of these brakes attached; 
this, however. Is the only restriction 
placed on this race, and the fact that 
it Is a handicap affair should bring 
out a large field of entries. 

For this race prizes are offered as 
follows; 1st, gold medal; 2nd, silver 
medal; 3rd, bronze medal. To the 
athlete making the fastest time over 
the course a special prize will be 
given in the way of a handsome 
silver cup. The other race Will be 
from scratch, and will be open to any- 
one that can ride a wheel. The pic- 
nic committee are putting up a silver 
cup as first prize, and medals for those 
who finish second and third. 

The scratch race will start first, and 
the big handicap contest will be 
started about tlve> minutes after, so 
that there is no way of getting in a 
mix-up.

SOCKEYES THICK 

OFF THE HARBOR 

Tug Farquahar Passes Through 
Schools of Thousands Near En- 
trance to Port. 

Many thousands of sockeyes were 
socn jumping in the Straits In close 
proximity to tho outer wharf by the 
crew of the trap tender Farquahar, 
which came to the inner harbor yes- 
terday afternoon after landing a ship- 
■ ment of flsh. 

The_. Sockeye run In the Straits is 
improving, and word came from one of 
trie nearby traps that 40,000 flsh had 
been taken in the one trap, assistance 
being secured from another trap crew 
to lift the pot. Small consignments of 
spring salmon are being brought to the 
local curing plants, and big shipments 
are coming to the canneries. Several 
vessels have arrived at the local traps 
from the Eraser river, where the fan- 
ners are seeking to buy fish. 

C. £T. Buschmann. says of the North- 
western Fisheries Co.. who has return- 
ed from visits to the Alaskan canner- 
ies- to Seattle, gives the pack 
of that district as 1.OC4.000 cases. 
This is 100,000 short of last year. 
When Mr. Buschmann was at Nusha- 
gak the pack was considerably behind 
tho same time of last year. Tho .Bris- 
tol* bay season is now over and be- 
tween August. S and 12 all the can- 
nery vessels are expected to sail for 
Seattle and San Francisco. At Orca, 
where the bark J. D. Peters is lying, 
the; superintendent found the season 
later than laat year, and the run not 
so " good. It was hoped to do better 
later in the season, but It was hardly 
hoped to get a capacity pack. At 
Chlgnik conditions were favorable, the 
pack being hetter than last your. 

"In Southeastern Alaska, Icy 
straits," said Mr. Buschmann yester- 
day, "the canneries are doing better on 
reds, while the pack of pinks Is not 
so heavy as last year. This is the 
feature of the situation In this dis- 
trict. On July 20, when I called at 
Prince of Wales, tho run was barely 
starting, as the flsh do not appear 
much before July 25. When I was at 
Wrangell that cannery was well up as 
Usual, In tho Ketchikan district the 
reds are well ahead of last year ami 
the humpbacks had Just begun to run. 
The run of the latter Is expected to be 
hotter than last year." 



LOCAL REGULATIONS 

FOR VANCOUVER 



Rules Designed to Avoid Danger of 
3 Collision in tho Narrows to 
Be Enforced 



New local regulations governing 
navigation in Vancouver Harbor are 
published In the Canada Gazette. The 
regulations designed to avoid danger 
of 'collision, In the Narrows, are as 
follows: 

44 — (a) The speed of any vessel or 
ship entering or leaving the harbor 
shall not exceed, between Prospect 
bluff and Brockton Point, 12 knots 
an hour over the ground, (b) Any 
ship or vessel, when passing booms, 
In 'two, small vessels, or open boats 
in tho harbor shall reduce Its speed 
consistent with.. the-.safoty of said 
ship or vessel. (u) Tho speed of any 



ship or vessel so entering or leaving 
the harbor shall not exceed seven 
knots an hour after passing an 
imaginary line between Brockton 
point and the burner at Heaps' saw 
mill, when within one mile from any 
wharf or pier, (d) Any ship or ves- 
sel, when in the harbor shall navi- 
gate with caution, having due regard 
to life and property, under a penalty 
in case of any violation of any of 
the requirements of this rule, of $50 
for each and every offence, to be paid 
by the person in charge of said ship 
or vessel in default. 

45— <a)No tug with tow astern- 
entering Vancouver First Narrows, 
from either end shall pass either 
Prospect Point or Brockton Point at 
a less distance than one-quarter of a 
mile from a preceding tow. lb) No 
boom of logs shall exceed the limit 
of 1,200 feet in length by a breadth 
of 80 feet, or of 1,200 feet in length 
by a breadth of 00 feet. (c) Every 
raft, boom, or tow shall exhibit from 
sunset till sunrise one lixed white 
light at the stern, under a penalty 
of $50 for each and every violation of 
any of the requirements of this rule, 
to be paid by the person in charge of 
such tug, raft, boom, or tow contra- 
vening. 

46 — Any steam vessel Hearing Pros- 
pect bluff— er Brockton Point, when 
within half a mile of any of these 
two points, shall give one long blust 
of her steam whistle, whicli signal is 
to be answered by a similar blast by 
any approaching steam vessel that 
may be within hearing; but should 
either vgssel be towing, she shall give 
two short blasts in addition to the one- 
long blast. Should sucli signal be so 
answered by a steam vessel on the 
farther side of these points, then the 
usual signals for meeting and passing 
shall Immediately be given and an- 
swered. But if the first alarm signal 
be not answered, she is to consider 
the channel clear and to govern her- 
self accordingly. 

•17 — Every vessel under way ap- 
proaching seaward shall, when safe 
and practicable, be kept to the north 
of the mldchannel of the First Nar- 
rows, and every vessel so proceeding 
seaward or clown the harbor shall 
approach tho north shore eastward of 
Burnaby shoal so as to open out 
Prospect bluff, and then proceed cau- 
'tiously to the north of mldchannel; 
and every vessel proceeding Inward, 
or from sea, or up tho harbor shall 
approach the north shore ho as to 
open out Brockton Point, and then 
proceed cautiously to the south mid- 
channel so that in either case such 
vessel shall, with the port .helm, al- 
ways be and be kept clear of any 
vessel proceeding- in the opposite 
direction. The person in charge of 
any vessel not conforming strictly to 
any of the provisions of this rule 
shall pay on conviction a penalty of 
$50 for each and every offence. 

<1R — It shall be the duty of any 
harbormaster to see that the docks 
and water privileges belonging to, 
owned by, or known as tho Vancou- 
ver watorwarks, be kept opon and 
free from all obstructions. Any per- 
son or persons failing to comply- with 
tho orders and directions' of the 
harbormaster In this respect shall be 
liable to a penalty of $20. 

-19 — All tugs or vessels towing 
other vessels or logs shall, before en- 
tering the narrows, shorten their 
hawsers to 50 fathoms. 



Craighall Ashore 
Advices wero brought by arrivals on 
the steamer' Tango Maru,- which reach- 
ed port yesterday, of the stranding of 
the British steam freighter Craighall, 
recently In this port. The Craighall 
went ashore near Singapore when 
hound from Calcutta' to- the-. Straits 
port. 



On board the R. M. S. Empress of 
China which sailed from tho Outer 
Wharf yesterday morning wero many 
interesting travellers, among them 
being E. Backus, advisor to the Chi- 
nese Minister of Interior Affairs at 
Peking, who Is returning to the Chi- 
nese capital. In an interview he 
stated that Russia and China may 
form a coalition against Japan. He 
aaid: "Russian influence in China Is 
steadily regaining the ground which 
it temporarily lost after the war, and' 
in a short time the Muscovite will be 
stronger than ever In Peking. On the 
other hand Chinese antipathy to Japan 
Is becoming increasingly bitter. The 
Chinese feel that Japan has broken 
every International rule by her conduct 
in relation to Manchuria. I have no 
doubt that the next great war in the 
Far East will see China and Russia 
in Coalition against Japan." 

"The majority of Chinese statesmen 
feel that the Japanese occupation of 
Manchuria has been a great breach of 
faith on the part of tho Mikado's em- 
pire," continued Mr. Backus, "and in 
this opinion most Europeans living in 
the Far East heartily concur." 
Desires Trade Expansion. 

"China desires to expand. She Is 
awakening to the importance of trade 
relations with adjacent countries and 
naturally would like to have commer- 
cial dealings with the great Province 
of Manchuria which lies at her very 
borders. 

"When Japan went to war with 
Russia, she hinted that she would se- 
cure Manchuria to the Chinese'- em- 
pire. Instead of doing that she has 
occupied Manchuria herself, and re- 
fuses to allow China to develop the 
country. ■ The Japanese policy has 
been one of grab, and this In spite of 
her suave assurances before the war. 
Japan made very Impractical prom- 
ises, and no one who was apprised of 
the situation thought for a moment 
that they would be fulfilled, but China 
was scarcely prepared for the auda- 
cious. -and -.Insolent way In which Ja- 
pan, utterly Ignoring her treaties and 
promises, has gobbled up Manchuria. 

"China is very anxious to extend 
railroads into Manchuria in order to 
open up the country, and to bring 
about closer trade relations, but Ja- 
pan's policy is anything but an open 
door for the nations, and she refuses 
to allow China to come into Manchu- 
ria at all. j 

"The Russians probably understand 
the Chinese (better than nny other 
European nation, though the British 
and Americans also have great Influ- 
ence In Peking. Russia has been for- 
tunate in being represented at the 
Chinese capital by ambassadors of 
no ordinary capacity, who have great- 
ly strengthened the Muscovite empire 
with China, j The people of Russia 
in Asia and 'China are closely allied 
racially and, after long years spent 
In dealing with the people of Eastern 
Russia, the statesmen of the Czar 
who come, to Peking are admirably 
fitted to bring the two great empires 
closer together. 

"There are some members of the 
Chinese cabinet who are pro-Japan- 
ese, but It is almost safe to say that 
these are Influenced by Japanese 
money." 

In Mr. Backus' opinion Russia will 
take 30 years to recuperate from the 
effects of the war with Japan and the 
subsequent disastrous internal revolu- 
tions. By that time the relations with 
China would be very much strength- 
ened If the present Russian policv 
at Peking was continued. 

Efficient Chinese Army. 

"The Chinese army Is steadily In- 
creasing in efficiency," said Mr. Bac- 
kus. "At the present time the major- 
ity of the foreign officers are Japan- 
ese and Germans. It Is the intention 
of the Chinese to gradually got rid of 
tile Japanese officers and to Introduce 
Chinese officers in their places. 

"China is also thinking of forming 
a navy, but this, 1 think, would be an 
Ill-advised step. She can not hope to 
wrest the Japanese islands from Ja- 
pan, and that would be practically the 
only reason for keeping a navy. 

"The Chinese coast ports are fre- 
quented by the navies of tho great 
powers, and, In case of war, these 
nations would undoubtedly protect 
their own commercial Interests. 

"Railroad development In China" 
said .Mr. Backus, "Is proceeding at a 
fairly rapid rate. In some provinces 
the people are very much opposed to 
the introduction of the railway or 
other improvements, but In the parts 
of the empire which have been Snflu- 
enced by Europeans modern develop- 
ment Is proceeding very fast.

Has Cargo for tho British Columbia 
Sugar Refinery — Movements

Within a few days the British 
steamer Century, of the Australian 
Mail line, is due with -1,000 tons of 
raw sugar from Suva lor the B. C. 
Sugar Refinery at Vancouver, This 
is a new field of trade, a contract for 
this business having been closed some 
time ago as wits reported in these col- 
umns. The Sugar Refinery here owns 
a considerable amount of sugar lands 
In the Fijian group and has been in 
the habit of receiving their cargo by 
means of the Canadian- Australian 
line. But owing to the accelerated 
service of this latter, there Is not suf- 
ficient time for the Royal Mail steam- 
ers to call at more than one port 
there, and the transportation of the 
sugar has been given to the Weir line. 

A new schedule for the transpaci- 
fic service maintained by the Bank 
line has just been issued. This fleet 
includes the British steamers Kum- 
eric, Aymeric, Suverlc and Oceano, 
calling at Japanese and Chinese ports 
and Manila.

The city was garbed In 
flags and bunting, a squadron of war- 
ships and many vessels of the famous 
fishing fleet in the hurbor wero pro- 
fusely decorated, and a parado in 
which tho sailors from tho squadron 
assisted this afternoon, served as a 
sort of curtain-raiser to the grand 
feto of the evening.

In Fort Park, a peculiarly appropriate 
spot historically, because It Includes 
the site of the house of Roger Conant, 
the first governor of tho little Glou- 
cester colony.

The strikers themselves are. living 
practically on fish us the restaurants 
have raised their prices for meals and 
figures today are prohibitive except 
for persons possessed of ample means. 

of strikers are camping 
out. Some are in tents; some are 
without shelter on the shores of Lake 
Malar, on the Islands of the archipel- 
ago, where they spend their time in 
angling. 

The authorities have taken charge 
of the milk supply of tile city, and 
soldiers are distributing milk in lim- 
ited quantities and supervising the 
sale of milk from cars at the railroad 
stations. The delivery of Ice has 
closed. This Is especially trying, as 
the weather is unusually hot. 

Paupers from the state poor-houses 
have been enlisted to replace the 

Striking Grave Diggers 
and undertakers, and Instead of 
hearses, stretchers are being used to 
carry the corpses through the streets 
to the cemeteries, the funerals pro- 
ceeding under military escort.

A battalion of grenadiers 
from Llnkoplng and a detachment of 
250 men from the Vestergotland regi- 
ment have been ordered Into Stock- 
holm.

THE TRIAL OF 

THREE TRUNKS 



St. Louis Police Do Not Believe That 
Kidnapped Children Have Suf- 
forod Harm. 



•St. Louis, Mo., Aug. r>. — Three addi- 
tional arrests were madu today In the 
Kidnapping of Gracu and Timmasso VI- 
Vla.no, who were taken from their home 
Monday and are being held for $25,000 
ransom. With the arrest of tho sus- 
pects the police announced that they 
believed tho children were put In trunks 
and shipped out of the city, Lamnntfa 
Glrolomu, a driver for I'letro Faiiiiro, 
a grocer; jpomjno Luticco, another em- 
ployee, and Fanaro himself aro tho sus- 



pects taken to police headquarters. Glro- 
lama admitted having taken three 
trunks In a grocery wagon to an ex- 
press office. Vlvenzo Rlcardo, a friend 
of Samuel Turrlsis, with win. 111 the chil- 
dren were when they disappeared and 
on unidentified person, supposed to be 
Turrlsis, rode to the express office with 
the trunks. The trunks were put on 
the wagon :u tho home of Joseph Pa- 
gano, who was arrested. Detectives ac- 
companied by Giroloma located the ex- 
press office where he delivered the 
trunks. A clerk said that one of them 
bad been sent to Chicago, and the police 
were notified. The fathers of tho chil- 
dren refuse to accompany the police to 
Chicago and special officers will depart 
on tiie first train. Fear restrains the 
parents. 

The discovery that t he trunks had 
been shipped to Chicago by those sus- 
pected of the kidnapping of Grace and 
Tenmasso Vlclanl, confirm the police in 
the belief that tho disappearance of tho 
children and the demand of $23,000 ran- 
'som for them was the result of a care- 
fully laid plat which did not, however, 
contemplate harm to the children. Tiie 
police r 30llevo that the trunks found in 
Chicago contain the properly of Samuol 
Turrlsl, who is believed lo have lured 
the children from their home, and tho 
other members of the blackmailing gang. 

Cliicago, Aug. :>. — The trunks which 
figure In tho kidnapping of Ihe Vivlano 
children from St. Louis are said to 
Have been located here in the inuin 
warehouse of the Adams Express Co. 
There were throe trunks, nil nddressed 
to St. Louis lternadofte, whoso naino 
does not appear in tho city directory. 
JJurlng a telephone conversation be- 
tween the police chief of St. Louis and 
Whicago, the former stated that he did 
not bellevo the bodies of the children 
were in tho- trunks found' at the local 



express office but that the Chicngo 
police should watch for any claimant 
Tho .St. Louis official thought the miss- 
ing ciniaren were with ui man to 
whom the trunks were consigned. "Ber- 
nadotto" or "Benedotte," St. Louis. The 
trunks were located by reporters. Offi- 
cials of the express company announco 
that tho trunks will not be opened by

HOW PAUL JONES 

WAS DAMAGED 



Struck Rock in Peril Strait* and 
Reached Skagway With Crew 
at the Pumps 

Skrtgtvay, Alaska, Aug. 5. — The 
United States torpedo boat destroyer 
Paul JonoH, which left Seattle on July 
2(i for a cruise In Alaskan waters, 
struck a reef in Peril Straits and has 
arrived at this port in a damaged con- 
dition with her cfew at the pumps. 
The accident occurred when the ves- 
sel was carried out of her course by 
the tidal currents in Peril Straits, 35 
miles north of Sitka, early yesterday. 
The destroyer, which Is in command 
of Lieut. M. Stavis, was going at 
tlirco-tiuarter speed when she struck 
the rocks. The bow ran high out of 
the water and the destroyer nearly 
turned turtle. The men were thrown 
from their hammocks and badly bruis- 
ed by their fall. Two holes were 
broken in the starboard bow and the 
propeller shaft was badly bent. The 
boat was hung- up on tin? reef for a 
short time, but the rising tide lifted 
her off. The pumps were kept going 
constantly to keep her afloat, and by 
the use of collision mats she was able 
to limp into Skagway several hours 
behind her consort. After making 
temporary repairs the Paul Jones left 
here last night with the other boats of 
the flotilla for Juneau.

Perry, Hopkins. Truxton, Whipple and 
Hull! the Paul Jones left Seattle on 
the morning of July 2G for an extend-

TO SEEK OVERDUE 

Search Is Asked for Lost Bark Aus- 
tralian in Hope Survivors 
May Be Hound 



Among the lone seldom- visited Isles 
of the South Pacillc near the track of 
u vessel bound from Alazatlun on the 
.Mexican coast to Sydney, New South 
Wales, search will be made lor traces 
ot the missing bark Australian, which 
has been long since given up as lost, 
having sailed from the .Mexican coast 
on November 25 last, in the hope that 
possible survivors may be located liv- 
ing precariously on uninhabited 
Islands. 

H. M. S. Algerine, or any of the 
warships from Esquimalt, will not be 
sent to seek the missing vessel; the 
admiralty lias Instead delegated the 
task to the commander in chief of the 
warships of the Australian squadron. 
The Imperial .Merchant Service Guild, 
of which Capt. Hunter, of the Aus- 
tralian and his otlicers were members, 
Is agitating lor a search, both with 
the admiralty and the British Board 
of Trade. 

'I'lie admiralty was unwilling to de- 
spatch a warship for a special search, 
but notified the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Australian squadron to instruct 
the commanding otlicers of warships 
engaged in their regular cruises tu 
keep a close lookout for any trace of 
the missing sailer. The Board 
of Trade is making enquiries and has 
notltied the .Merchant Service Guild 
that it has caused a notice to be in- 
serted in the shipping papers asking 
the masters and otlicers of vessels 
trading in the Pacillc to keep a look- 
out for the ship. There Is a belief 
prevailing amongst the nautical pro- 
fession that the ship Is cast away on 
one of the numerous uninhabited Is- 
lands which abound In the Pacific, 
and which would lie In the direct 
course of the ship. Unfortunately 
there Is little traffic over the course 
that the Australian would make on 
her voyage. It has been recorded in 
history that quite a large number of 
ships' crews have at various times 
been stranded. In some enses for 
years, on these Islands, subsisting up- 
on the products of the land and sea.

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Captain Henry Glide, of this city, 
who yesterday celebrated the fifty- 
sixth anniversary of his landing at 
Victoria, was one of the first mariners 
actively identified with this port, and 
durlns his sea career here performed 
a feat which will long: be remembered 
In the annuls of local seamanship. Ho 
shares with Captain Vancouver, the 
discoverer of the island, the distinction 
of having sailed a square-rigged ves- 
sel from Victoria up through the straits 
of Georgia and round the north end of 
the island, voyaging through the tor- 
tuous channels and skirting the nu- 
merous islands without meeting with 
an accident. 

Hale and hearty, although 75 years 
of age, Captain Glide has had a cheq- 
uered career since he first landed in 
Victoria in 1853. Leaving London in 
December, 18511, ho shipped as a sen- 
man aboard the Hudson Bay company's 
steamer Otter, which carried a crew 
of thirteen. The vessel arrived here 
on August 1th, 1853, and seaman Glide 
was the first man ashore, with a haw- 
ser, on the rocks where the old custom 
house was situated. Pursuing' his sea 
career for some years after landing 
here In 1857, he was made captain, 
being passed aboard H. Til. S. Satel- 
lite, which at that time was lying at 
Esquimalt, The following year lie was 
made tho first pilot of Victoria, Esqui- 
mau, and tl'ie adjacent ports. Soon 
afterwards ho was placed in command 
of the first vessel built for tho Hudson 
Bay company at this port. This vessel 
was a schooner, and was engaged in 
the Coast coal carrying trade. 

in 1869 Captain Glide threw up the 
sea career and for some time was en- 
gaged in a livery stable. Afterwards 
for a number of years he was employed 
in the Hudson Buy company's store, 
and since then ho lias done various jobs 
round tho city. 

Among interesting mementoes which 
Captain GH'le has in his possession aro 
some flics tft tho first issue of tho Pla- 
cer Times, printed at Sacramento Cal., 
In April, May and June, 1840. He also
